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F-CONVICT’S CASE 


DROPPED AFTER 2 
YEARS. READ 
ONOTHER CHARGES 


No Warrant Issued for | 
John M. Owen, Jury 
Has Not Heard From 
11 Who Lost Money in 
Heating Concern. 


The case of John M. Owen, an 
ex-convict, which has gathered 
dust in the files of the Circuit At- 
torney's office for almost two 
years, has finally been dropped, 
although the Federa] Government 
is ready to proceed on an indict- 
ment relating to another phase of 
Owen's business dealings, it was 
learned today. . 

Owen was arrested in July, 1945, 
but he was not discharged on his 
bond in the state courts until Feb. 
10 of this year, after 12 continu- 
ances. No warrant was issued for 
him and the grand jury was never 
asked to hear the story of 11 St. 
Louisans who have written off as 
lost money they gave to a heating 
equipment concern organized by 
Owen. 

Owen's Previous Record. 
' ‘When taken into custody, Owen 


told the officers: “I guess I wil! 
take another rap for this like 


I took in Illinois.” Inquiries dis- 
closed Owen served a sentence at 
Vandalia Farms, IUlinois, from 
April 7, 1941, to March 12, 1942, 
for obtaining money under false 
pretenses. The charge grew out of 
transactions in the financing ci! 
automobiles. 

All the complaints made against 
Owen here to police had the same 
theme. Home-owners would ve 
approached by a salesman for the 
General Sales and Engineering 
Co. organized by Owen, and per- 
suaded to sign a contract for the 
installation of a gas burner, 
stoker or furnace. 

The customers were asked for 
a down payment, ranging from 
$50 to $150 in cases “Hed te Ppo- 
lice attention. Then — would 
wait in vain for installation of 
equipment. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Wil- 
liam J. Geekie told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter there was “insuf- 
ficient evidence to present Owen's 
case to.the grand jury.” 

He said there was no way to 
show that Owen deliberately in- 
tended to defraud any purchasers 
who made down payments. Geekie 
said that perhaps Owen thought 
he was going to get equipment 
from the manufacturers but be 
cause of shortages could not get 
it. 

“If a man is in a legitimate busi- 
ness and just goes broke, he files 
bankruptcy proceedings or his 
creditors could file the proceed- 
ings,” Geekie asserted. The Gen- 
eral Sales and Engineering Co. 
filed a voluntary petition in bank- 
ruptcy a few hours after Owen's 
arrest.

St. Louis and Federal Officials Sign Agree- 
ment — Naval Station Goes to — 
some Other Point in Area. :

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19 — St. 
Louis city officials today, after 
two and one half weeks of nego- 
tiation, signed an agreement with 
representatives of Federal agen- 
cies by which complete control of 
Lambert-St. Louis municipal air- 
port is restored to the city. All 
military and naval activities, ex- 
cept those of a transitory nature, 
are to be eliminated, 

The Naval Air Station, it was 
agreed, is to be transferred to 
some other point in the St. Louis 
area. The city is to allow a reas- 
onable time, several months prob- 
ably, for the removal. Scott Field 
has been discussed, but not de- 
cided on, as the new location. 

' The building which was the 
chief Curtiss-Wright manufactur- 
ing plant in wartime, and now is 
occupied by the McDonnell Air- 


craft Corp., will continue to be oc- 
cupied by McDonnell for not more 
than two years, rent-free, except 
that the city will reserve 130,000 
square feet in the high bay floor 
area. This space will be used for 
servicing and storing large planes 
for the five airlines using the air- 
port. Eventually the city will 
have the entire 240,000 square feet 
floor space as a municipal hangar 
and service station. 


The building south of the 
Wabash railroad which was oc- 
cupied by Curtiss-Wright will be 
declared surplus and will be trans- 
ferred to the city for $500,000, 

It was learned, however, that 
negotiations were under way with 
McDonnell for continued occu- 
pancy of part of the main plant, 
on a long term basis.

David McClelland Won’t 
Name Assailants — 
Served Time in Mis- 
souri Bank Holdup. 


David McClelland, East Side 
gambler and a convicted Missouri 
bank robber, was shot six times 
and seriously wounded near Eagle 
Park, Madison county, early today. 

Several switchmen in a shanty 
near the intersection of U.S, High- 
way 67 and the Illinois Terminal- 
McKinley Junction railroad yards, 
a ile south of Madison, saw 
staggering from the 
road to the right-of-way at 3 a.m. 
today. The switchmen called 
Madison police who took McClel- 
land to St. Elizabeth’s Hospital in 
Granite City. 

At the hospital, McClelland was 
only able to mutter something to 
the officers about “being shot and 
shoved out of an automobile.” The 
wounds had been inflicted by a 
45-caliber weapon, 

After treatment, however, he 
was questioned by Sheriff Dallas 
Harrell of Madison county, who 
has charge of the investigation. 
He told Sheriff Harrell that “the 
people” who shot him first drove 
him in an automobile to a side 
road several hundred yards from 
where he was found. 

McClelland told the sheriff that 
he was beaten on the head, pushed 
from the car, and shot as he lay 
in the road. He refused to name 
the persons who shot him or give 
a cause for the attack. After the 
interview Sheriff Harrell said he 
was inclined to believe that the 
shooting was the outgrowth of a 
personal grudge. 

Nine bullet holes were found in 
McClelland’s topcoat and all were 
powder-burned, indicating he had 
been shot at close range. One bul- 
let struck him near the back of 
the left ear and ranged around his 
head, emerging near the nose. He 
was also shot three times in the 
left arm and twice in the stomach. 

McClelland, 42 years old, lived) 
at 1901 Cleveland avenue, Granite 
City, and worked part-time as a 
bartender for the Tip Top Tavern, 
Eighteenth and State streets, 
Granite City. At the tavern it

Reardon, in his will made March 
25, 1940, left 50 per. cent of his 
stock holdings, and all his other 
property, to his wife, Leona E. 
Reardon, and the remaining 10 
per cent of his stock to his broth- 
er and three sisters. 


The will named Mrs. Reardon 
and David H. Moran, Reardon's 
nephew, as executoxs, and directed 
that the daughter’s stock should 
be held for her by the executors, 
with power to sell and reinvest 
the proceeds for the girl's sole 
benefit, either before or after she 
becomes of age. She is now 14 
years old. 


Mrs. Reardon signed a renuncia- 
tion of her right to serve as ex- 
ecutor, and this document was 
filed with the will. As she did 
not expressly renounce her right 
to act as trustee for the daugh- 
ter, Probate Judge Walter F. 
Stahlhuth expressed the opinion, 
unofficially, that the mother 
would still act as a trustee for 
the girl's stock. Mary Catherine 
is in custody, pending trial for 
her father’s death and that of 
Michael D’Arcy, 13, killed in the 
automobile wreck which she 
caused,

‘Music Hath Charms,’ House Finds 
As It Hears Proposed State Song

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 19— 
Despite a slightly discordant note, 
the Irvine-Ham-Bone bill to desig- 
nate “Missouri, the Show-Me 
State” as Missouri’s official state 
song, won preliminary approval in 

the House yesterday, 63 to 39. 
Unharmonious opposition to the 
measure melted away as the song 
was given a trial singing before 
the legislators by a church choir 
soprano, a rural school quartet 
and 7-year-old Carroll Hillebrand, 
son of the composer, Mrs. Idele 
Hillebrand of Vandalia. 


The audition, while the House 
was pondering the advisability of 
adopting the song officially, was 
intended to demonstrate its adapt- 
ability to all ranges of voices. 
Young Hillebrand’s rendition car- 
ried off honors, and won the bill's 
advancement to the House Cal- 
endar for passage. 

Representative Georgia Daniel 
Irvine, a co-sponsor of the bill and 
a Vandalia neighbor of the com- 
poser, urged approval of the pro- 
posal so Missouri would have an 
official state song to join. the 
bluebird, the official state bird, 
and the hawthorn, the official 
state flower. 

“The song is versatile,” she ex- 
claimed. “It can be sung at pub- 
lic meetings, football games and 
commencement exercises. Like a

woman wrote and told me: ‘It’s as 


typical of Missouri as fried chick- 
en and apple pie.’” 

The opposition s just as vo- 
cal, if not as mefOddious, as the 
proponents. Representative Leon- 
ard Ebrite of Ozark county doubt- 
ed the song had dignity and the 
inspirational ability to “make 
your spine tingle like a state song 
should,” 

“I can see where it may have 
beauty,” he said, “but the trouble 
is I just can’t sing it.” 

Representative Noel Cox of 
Christian county questioned the 
song’s appeal to all sections of the 
state. “Down in my country,” he 
said, “we like to sing about spring 
in the Ozarks, over in St. Louis 
they like the ‘St. Louis Blues,” and 
up in the north part of the state 
they want to sing about ‘the amber 
waves of grain.” 

“‘Frankie and Johnnie’ seems 
to be pretty popular everywhere,” 
another legislator answered. 

An extended description of the 
song’s “tuneful melody and beauti- 
ful words” by the bill’s other 
sponsors, T. O. Ham of Montgom- 
ery county and L. D. Bone of Mc- 
Donald county, was objected to by 
Representative C. E, Rearick, 
Cass county.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19 (AP)— 
House Republicans voted in a 
closed door session today to sup- 
port a_ six-billion-dollar slash in 
President Truman’s $37,500,000,000 
budget. Members said the stand- 
ing vote was unanimous, 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19 (AP)— 
Senate Republicans lined up to- 
day behind a $4,500,000,000 cut in 
President Truman’s $37,500,000,000 
budget, even if it imperils the 
G.O.P. plan to cut income taxes 
20 per cent. 

The decision to abandon the $6,- 
000,000,000 reduction recommended 
by the Senate-House Budget Com- 
mittee came on a 22-to-19 vote at 
a conference of Republican sena- 
tors. The outcome was not bind- 
ing on individual members, but as 
the issue came up for debate to- 
day there seemed little doubt the 


smaller figure would be adopted 
with almost solid Democratic 
backing. 

(The United Press reported that 
Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, pro- 
posed today that Army and Navy 
military expenditures be cut by 
10 per cent—$1,100,000,000—in fis- 
cal 1948, He urged that the over- 
all budget figure be cut by §$4,- 
500,000,000, 

(Taft said he believed that, 
“when the world settles down,” 
annual government expenditures 
could be reduced by an additional 
10 billion dollars. He said that 
the $4,500,000,000 cut would result 


in an estimated surplus of. bil- 
lion dollar fa tabetpts pe - 
We proposed that 


penditures, 
$3,500,600,000 be used to reduce 
personal income taxes by 20 per’ 
cent and the remaining $2,500,000,- 
000 be applied to retiring the na- 
tional debt.) 

After hearing Taft¢ the Senate 
recessed until Friday, thus put- 
ting off a final vote on the Budget 
Committee recommendation. 

Bridges Opens Debate, 

Senator Bridges (Rep.), New 
Hampshire, opening the fight in 
the Senate for the six-billion-dollar 
cut, told his colleagues Congress 
could cut Government spending 
until it “actually hurts” without 
any threat to national security. 

The President’s budget, he 
asserted, contains “astounding” 
proposals for peacetime expendi- 
tures higher than those in year 
ending June 30, 1942, which in- 
cluded six months when this coun- 
try was at war. 

Senators emerging from the Re- 
publican conference late yesterday 
told reporters that statements by 
the armed forces that the budget 
committee’s plan would jeopardize 
national security weighed heavily 
in the voting. 

Chairman Gurney (Rep.), South 
Dakota, of the Senate Armed Serv- 
ices Committee had declared the 
big cut would cost the Army and 
Navy $2,500,000,000 of the $11,200,- 
000,000 Truman recommended. 
Other estimates had ranged down 
to $1,750,000,000, but even that 
much, War and Navy Department 
spokesmen contended, would en- 
danger defense needs.

Measure Provides for Me- 
diation Board and 
Gives Governor Power 
to Seize Plant to Pre- 
vent Tie-up.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 19.— 
Representative R. J. King Jr. of 
St. Clair, Republican floor leader 
of the House, today introduced his 
bill to create a state board of 
mediation to intervene in labor 
disputes in public utilities oper- 
ating within the state. 


The bill authorizes the Governor 
to seize utilities in case of a strike 
or threatened strike, and makes 
a strike against the State after a 
utility is seized a criminal offense. 
It sets up a board of three mem- 
bers, one representing the’ public, 
who will be the chairman as a 
full-time job, one representing the 
employers and one representing 
labor. A permanent office in 
charge of the chairman would be 
established in Jefferson City, 


Industries Listed. 

The act is made to apply to 
privately and municipally owned 
utilities, which are defined to be 
those operating auto busses, elec- 
tric light, heat and power plants, 
gas plants, sewers, steam and 
power companies, street railways, 
telephone and telegraph com- 
panies, tunnel and\ water com- 
panies. \ 

The procedure 
would be: 

On receipt of notide of any 
labor dispute in the Neld cov- 

ered by the bill, the boand would 
require the parties to keep it 
advised of the progress of nego- 
tiations, On application of either 
party or on its own motion, it 
could fix a time and place for 
conference with mediators, look- 
ing to a settlement of the dis- 
ute, 

It would have power to decide 
who were the representatives of 

a given craft or class of em- 
ployes, and it would be its duty 
to recognize as an appropriate 
bargaining unit any group of_ 
employes chosen by election of 
the employes. 

All labor agreements must re- 
main in force for at least one 
year and would continue from 
year to year unless either the 
management or the employes 
gave notice within 60 days of 
the end of an annual contract 
period of changes desired. Copies 
of such notices must be filed 
with the state board. 

In the case of working con- 
tracts existing at the time the 
law becomes effective, and which 
do not provide for a 60-day no- 
tice, the board must be informed 
within 60 days of the termina- 
tion of the contract of desired 
changes. 

In case of contracts expiring 
within 70 days after the effec- 
tive date of the act, notice must 
be given within 10 days of that 
time. 

Public Hearing Provisions. 

In the event a dispute were 
not settled between the manage- 
ment-.and the union five days 
before the expiration of an ex- 
isting contract, each would ap- 
point a public hearing panel 
member, and the two would se- 
lect a third, the three to form a 
panel, which would hold public 
chearings on the matters in-

Soviet Union comment on the 
report of the U. N. Atomic Ener- 
gy Commission, accepted at face 
value, could be interpreted only 
as indorsement of machinery pro- 
posed by the United States for 
international supervision of atom- 
ic energy. 

Russian comment, previously 
withheld, on principles of world 
inspection and management by 
an international agency, was ten- 
dered indireetly in 19 amendments 
'to the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion report under discussion yes- 
terday in the Security Ceuncil. 

It was the first formal indica- 
tion, in either the U. N.. Atomic 
Energy Commission or the Secur- 
ity Council, of Soviet acceptance 
of many ideas advanced by Ber- 
nard M. Baruch when he was 
the American representative in 
the commission. Even after For- 
eign Minister V. M. Molotov, at 
the recent General Assembly, im- 
plied approval of international 
control and inspection, his deputy 
in the council, Andrei A. Gromyko,

Murray told the Senate Labor

an agreement right here.” 


Murray made his suggestion 
after Senator Morse (Rep.), Ore- 
gon, demanded that Murray say 
“what you are going to do about 
jurisdictional strikes.” 

Among proposed new labor laws 
under study by the Senate com- 
mittee are bills which would bar 
jurisdictional strikes. Both the 
CIO and the AFL are opposing 
such a law, : 

Legislators proposing ‘te’ Bar’ 
jurisdictional strikes contend they 
unjustifiably penalize employers 
and the public. 


“No Moral Justification.” 


Murray told Morse, “I know 
there is no moral justification for 
jurisdictional strikes.” 

When he added that the CIO 
“has not precipitated them,” Morse 
interrupted to say that he knew 
of an AFL-CIO jurisdictional dis- 
pute at Coos Bay, Ore., involving 
maritime workers. 

“I know nothing :of that,” Mur- 
ray retorted, “but I'll give you a 
reasonable workable solution.” 

He then made his proposal that 
the committee send for Green. 

Morse said he would be “perfect- 
ly willing to call on Green if the 
committee has the authority.” He 
added: “I'd like to see what the 
results would be.” 

Chairman ‘Raft (Rep.), Ohio, 
who was out of the room when 
Murray made his proposal, toid 
reporters later that he is opposed 
to closed meetings of either “cor- 
poration or labor executives” with 
the committee. 

“We can't sit down and write a 
bill with all the controversy that 
would be going on,” Taft said. 
“After all, the committee has to 
make its own decisions,” 

Warning on “Punitive” Laws. 

Murray contended “punitive” 
laws against unions would encoure- 
age monopoly and be “forerun- 
ners’ of a depression, 

“God Almighty!" he exclaimed 
at one point. “What crime have 
these (labor) organizations com- 
mitted except to perform patriotic 
duties to America.” 

Murray, citing the record of his 
own union, the CIO United Steel 
Workers, contended strikes in the 
steel industry have been the fault 
of management, not labor. 

Senator Ellender (Dem.), Louisti- 
ana, argued with him when Mur- 
ray said that last year's steel 
strike was caused by industry's 
refusal to accept President Tru- 
Man's recommendation for a wage 
increase of 18% cents an hour. 

Ellender insisted that industry 
had balked because there was no 
assurance of a compensating price 
increase. 

Denies Industry's Charges. 

Murray denied the contentions: 
of industry witnesses that his 
union had arbitrarily refused—at 
the time of last year's strike—to 
negotiate with firms which use 
but do not produce steel. 

Business representatives have 
testified that the steel workers’ 
union imposed its demands for an 
1844-cent wage increase of these 
nen-basic companies, without giv- 


ing local unions a chance to settle 
for less even when they and the 
companies were willing. 

Murray said nogotiation with all 

except a few of the firms broke 
down before the strike. 
Senator Ball (Rep.), Minnesota, 
commented that it was “a little 
ard to believe,” while Senator 
Aiken (Rep.), Vermont, asked if 
Murray thought it was “pure coin- 
cidence” that negotiations with

Green Unyielding in Stand: 
Opposes All Proposed Curbs 
On Labor as Impractical 


Uncompromising Attitude of AFL Head 
Brings Sharp Clashes With Committee 
—Even Union Sympathizers on Group 
Fail to Aid Him in Testimony.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19. 
expressed by William Green, presi- 


dent of the American Federation of Labor, to all pending bills for 
revision of the labor laws led him into sharp conflict with mem- 
bers of the Senate Labor Committee. 


In the course of his appearance 
before the committee yesterday it 
was apparent that Green and the 
committee members had not read 
last fall's election results the same 
way. 

Green insisted that no legisia- 
tion was required and that bills 
offered either would do no good 
or would produce industrial chaos, 

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohfo, critl- 
cized the AFL leader for hia “de- 
featist approach to the problem.” 
Senator Ellender (Dem.), Louisi- 
ana, chided Green for his “nega- 
attitude, telling him some 
legislation was going to be adopt- 
ed and the committee had hoped 
to get his advice about what sort 
of legislation. 

Senator Ives (Rep.), New York, 
added that the public was de- 
manding legislation to deal with 
jurisdictional strikes and second- 
ary boycotts. He inquired if there 
was any bill Green would “go 
along with.” 

The reply was that Green hadn't 
gone into the matter, but would 
be willing to sit down with the 
committee members and see if 
something could be worked out. 
He sat down with them yesterday 
for three hours, but seemingly 
not to work anything out. 


Financial Statements. 


In only one instance did a com- 
mittee member seek to come to 
Green's rescue. That was when 
Senator Aiken (Rep.), Vermont, 
asked if he did not think any re- 
quirement for publication of fi- 
nancial statements by labor unions 


“ ghould be tied in with a similar 


requirement for publication of fi- 
nancial statements by trade asso- 
ciations such as the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers and 
the Association of American Rail- 
roads. , 


Green, opposing legisiation to 
require unions to make public fi- 
nancial statements, thought trade 
associations were now required to 
do so. Aiken replied that what- 
ever statements they filed were 
not the sort he had in mind—he’'d 
like to know where their money 
came from and what they did with 
it, 

Aiken asked Green how he could 
justify demands that the team- 
sters’ union, for example, has 
made on shopkeepers that they 
join the union, when they have no 
advantage to gain from it. The 
AFL president said he thought 
such demands warranted when 
there was a very close economic 
relationship between the union 
and the men inside the shop. 

Union Sympathizers Silent, 

Through it all the two Senators 
present regarded as most favor- 
able to unionism, Thomas of 
Utah and Murray of Montana, both 
Democrats, remained silent. In 
the case of witnesses advocating 
sterniy restrictive labor legisla- 
tion, usually these Senators have 
found some means of phrasing 
questions so as to soften the 
points raised by the witnesses. 
They made no effort, however, to 
extricate Green from the heated 
exchanges in which he became in- 
volved with other committee mem- 
bers because of his unbending 
attitude. 

The burden of Green's argu- 
ment was that sponsors of the la- 
bor bills before the committee 
were basing sweeping legislation 
on what he termed isolated cases 
and exceptions. When he was 
asked what he would do about 
those examples of seemingly un- 
warranted abuse of power by la- 
bor unions concerning which the 
committee has received testimony, 

his usual response was that he 
was not familiar with the facta, 
and would have to examine them. 

There were, as Senator Ivea put 
it, one or two matters on which 
Green was “eloquently silent” in 
his long statement. Asked by Ives 
whether he favored the right of 
the employer and employe to talk 
together, Green said he favored 
“fyee speech for employers’ 80 
long as it did not amount to co- 
| ercion. 

“What about the right of em- 
_pPloyers to petition for an election 
| to determine a bargaining agent?” 

Ives went on. “That is in the New 
York law, and it has worked.” 
Ives was Republican leader of the 
New York Assembly before his 
election to the Senate last fall. 

Green said he wasn't sure he 
would be in favor of that. 

No Suggestions as to Laws, 

When Senator Bal! (Rep.), Min- 
nesota, atternpted to discover what 


Senator,” Green responded. “and 
when they become convinced that 
a strike is doing injury to the gen- 
eral welfare they will find a way 
to settle it, so that the people 
won't suffer.” Ss 

Ives pressed tht point and said 
he was sure Green did not approve 
of industry-wide strikes which 
would paralyze the economy of 
the country. Green's reply was 
limited to public utility strikes. 
He said it had always been his po- 
sition that in utilities, where the 
health and welfare of the public is 
involved, workers should forego 
striking. 

Taking up the major labor bills 
before the committee, Green op- 
posed establishment of a federal 
mediation board, but favored ex- 
pansion of the United States Con- 
cillation Service, within the De- 
partment of Labor. 

The 60-day cooling off period in 
which th@ proposed mediation 
board would seek to settle disputes 
Was opposed on the ground that 
it was wrong in principle and im- 
practical, because it would en- 
courage unions to develop their 
differences with employers quickly 
rather than have recourse to nego- 
tiations free from pressure. 
Opposes Welfare Fund Curbs. 
He argued against restriction of 
union welfare funds, as proposed in 
one section of the Ball-Taft-Smith 
bill, on the ground that its language 
might be construed to prohibit the 
checkoff of union dues, and would 
limit welfare funds to so narrow 
a field that strikes would be en- 
couraged. He also said it would 
remove from the area of collective 
bargaining negotiations for estab- 
lishment of funds for such pur- 
poses as payment of unemploy- 
ment benefits when unemployment 
results from technological dis- 
placement of workers, 

The warmest exchanges between 
Green and the committee mem- 
bers came wher he expressed his 
opposition to provisions outlaw- 
ing the closed shop, jurisdictional 
strikes, and secondary boycotts. 
He said the AFL déplored juris- 
dictional strikes and was doing its 
best to eliminate them; that this 
problem was one best left to labor 
organizations, But, he asked: 
“How are you going to compel 
union members, as free citizens, 
to work with men who may belong 
to another union and claim the 
work that these men regard as 
rightfully theirs — put them in 
jail?” 

Jurisdictional Strikes, 

Taft suggested the National 
Labor Relations Board might be 
given appellate jurisdiction over 
the decisions of union .boards in 
jurisdictional disputes, It wouldn't 
be necessary to send anyone to 
jail, he thought. If “Union B” 
struck in a jurisdictional dispute 
with “Union A,” the decision 
might. be that “Union A” would 
get all the work-—that work in 
dispute. as well as that formerly 
done by “Union B.” 

Although Green asserted the 
AFL was doing its best to solve 
the problem of jurisdictional 
strikes in its own organization, he 
said he saw no hope of avoiding 
these strikes when the question is 
one between the AFL and the CIO 
“until the rival union returns to 
the House of Labor.” He recalled 
that the AFL had recently in- 
vited the CIO to discuss that mat- 
ter. (The CIO last night accepted 
the AFL invitation to discuss a 
marger.) 

The proposal to outlaw the sec- 
ondary boycott Green saw as in- 
aspired by “enraged and vindic- 
tive’ determination to punish 
labor. 

Defense on Boycotts. 
“Until employers in their bus- 
iness relationships,” he-said, “are 
prepared to give us their right to 
refuse to deal with anyone whose 
budiness practices are detrimental 
to them, unions will not be pre- 
pared to give up their right to 
refuse to deal with any employer 
whose practices are detrimental 
to the interests of their member- 
ship. And certainly it is difficult 
to see any moral or economic 
justification for requiring labor to 
assist in its own destruction by 
working on non-union made 
goods,” 

On the closed 
asked, “how are 
force union men to work with 
non-union men? Sure, you can 
leave the closed shop out of the 
contract, if that becomes the law,

“At that time,” said Ball, “we 
were just beginning a tremendous 
war effort, and I thought it was 
the wrong time to make a drastic 
change.

Ball Brings Out Inconsistency. 
Furthermore, Ball recalled that 
in discussing one provision of the 
Ball-Taft-Smith bill which would 
prohibit strikes by minority 
groups, Green had been emphatic 
in expressing the right of minor- 
ities to strike, but in talking 
about the closed shop Green had 
cited the majority rule provision 
of the Wagner Act as one of the 
arguments for requiring minor- 
ities to join in closed shop un- 
ions, 

“How can you reconcile that?” 
aksed Ball. Green returned to his 
argument: “How can you compel 
union members to work with non- 
union members?” 

The AFL leader skipped hur- 
riedly through his condemnation 
of Ball's bill which would exten- 
sively revise the Wagner Act, and 
was detained only by the _ col- 
loquy with Senator Ives about 
free speech for employers and 
their right to petition for an elec- 
tion to determine a bargaining 
agent. Ives did get Green to say, 
at the conclusion of this, that he 
had no objection to amendment of 
the Wagner Act, so long as the 
amendmets did not curtail the 
rights of labor, 

Another Ball bill which would 
prohibit industry-wide bargaining 
was described by Green as indi- 
cating “profound ignorance” of 
the basic philosophy of the union 
movement—that the economic in- 
terest of all engaged in a trade 
or industry is interdependent. 
Organization, to be effective, 
must extend over as wide an area 
as possible, he argued. He sought 
to bring to bear on this conten- 
tion a Foro opinion of Chief Jus- 
tice William Howard Taft of the 
Supreme Court, father of the La- 
bor Committee chairman, but 
Senator Taft read a different in- 
terpretation into the opinion and 
smilingly remarked: “It seems to 
be in accord with the Ball bill.” 
The pertinent statement in the 
opinion was: “It is helpful to 
have as many as may be in the 
same trade in the same commu- 
nity united because, in the compe- 
tition between employers, they are 
bound to be affected by the stand- 
ards of wages of their trade in 
the neighborhood.” 

Green's point was that develop- 
ments since 1919 have made “the 
neighborhood” regional and na- 
tional in scope. 

It is false to assume, Green said, 
that our labor-management prob- 
lems arise from excesses of union 
power. Most, if not all, he con- 
tended, arise from such factors as 
our greatly expanded economy, the 
displacement of manpower by ma- 
chine tools and the dislocations 
of the depression, the war, and 
reconversion, 
new legislation is enacted, he said, 
there should be a comprehensive 
study of these factors, 

For the Raliway Labor Execu- 
tives’ Association, which consists 
of the presidents of 20 railway 
labor organizations, A, E. Lyon, 
executive secretary, pointed out 
that some of the pending bills

MURRAY ACCEPTS BID | 
TO DISCUSS CIO-AFL MERGER 


Some AFL Men Think, However, That CIO 
Chief’s Reply in Effect Rejects 
Organic Unity Plan. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19 (AP)— 
The American Federation of La- 
bor said today its unity commit- 
tee would go over later this week 
the reply by the CIO to its invi- 
tation for a talk about merger of 
the two big labor groups. The 
CIO reply was announced last 
night, 

Some AFL men aaid that they 
felt the CIO in effect had rejected 
the AFL's proposal for organic 
unity. 

If the AFL committee’ takes 
that official view, then the merger 
proposal likely will come to a 
swift end. 

CIO President Philip Murray 
agreed to appoint a committee of 
five headed by himself to discuss 
consolidation. He conditioned his 
acceptance by proposing co-opera- 
tion first in fighting what he 
called anti-labor legislation. 

Murray told a press conference 
he thought the two organizations 
should take “first steps first and 
then concern ourselves with the 
other problems of unity of the or- 
ganizations.” 


“Seems Logical Approach.” 

"lf we are able to develop a 
common understanding upon 
those problems (legislation) and 
are able to effectuate this under- 
standing,. then we may discuss

other means to achieve common 
unity,” Murray told reporters. 

“That seems to be a sensible, 
logical approach to these very 
vexing problems confronting us 
here today,” 


The amalgamation proposal 
was made in a letter from AFL 
President William Green written 
Jan. 31 at the Miami meeting of 
the federation's executive council. 
Green suggested that the only way 
to co-operate fully on the legisia- 
tive front was to obtain “organic 
unity” by actual consolidation o7 
the two groups. 

Total membership of the pro- 
posed labor combine would exceed 
13% million. 

Green appointed a five-man 
committee consisting of himself, 
John L. Lewis of the United Mine 
Workers, William L. Hutcheson of 
the carpenters, Daniel J. Tobin of 
the teamsters, and George Meany, 
AFL secretary-treasurer, 

Murray's Committee, 

Murray appointed on hia com-

ON PENNSYLVANIA 


Cause of Detroit-New 
York Flyer Leaving 
Rails in Mountains Not 
Known — 22 Dead.

ALTOONA, Pa., Feb. 19 (AP)— 
The dead in yesterday's mountain- 
side wreck of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad's flyer, the Red Arrow, 
stood at 22 today, according to 
the railroad and the coroner. In- 
jured were listed at 128. 

Three investigations were 
started, by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, the Pennsyl- 
vania Public Utility Commission, 
and the railroad, but nobody knew 
what caused the 14-car Detroit-to- 
New York train to leave the rails 
suddenly in the early morning 
darkness as it headed into Ben- 
nington curve. A railroad spokes 
man said it might be two weeks 
before the cause la determined. 

Two of the dead were atill un- 
identified, 

The dead included 13 passengers 
six railway mall clerks and three 
members of the crew—an engineer 
and two firemen—which manned 
the twin locomotives in the train's 
climb over the Allegheny Moun- 
tains, 

Many of the injured are in 
serious condition at Altoona’s two 
hospitals, some expected to die. 

The railroad spokesman said 
there were 238 persons on the 
train, including crew members. 

The train, runnig SO minutes 
late, was gaining speed on a down 
grade as it emerged from Gallitzin 
tunnel into Bennington curve. A 
railroad spokesman said the speed 
limit around “Horseshoe curve, 
two miles ahead, is 19 miles per 
hour, 

Rescue workers, using ropes to 
descend the steep slope over 
which five cars toppled, used 
acetylene torches to cut the bodies 
from twisted broken steel. One 
mangled victim was found stand- 
ing on his head, wedged between 
two smashed doors. A member of 
a midget troupe traveling on the 
train lay under a coach seat, her 
head crushed. 

There were many stories of 
heroism. Rabbi George E. Lieber- 
man of Canton, O., suspended in 
midair with his leg pinned in the 
wreckage, led interdenominational 
prayers at the request of other 
passengers. 

The tracks were cleared early 
last night and east and westbound 
traffic was proceeding normally.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 19—A 
meager 1947-48 direct relief allot- 
ment of $2,000,000, which would 
finance only 27 per cent of the 
estimated minimum needs of Mis- 
souri’s 33,000 unemployable needy 
persons, is proposed in an appro- 
priation bill introduced in the 
House today. 

The bill containing the relief 
funds is one of eight measures, 
drawn by’ Chairman Lewis H. 
Wallace of the House Appropri- 
ations Committee, which propose 
record state expenditures of $176,- 
643,542 for the 1947-48 fiscal year, 
beginning July 1. 

Legislative approval of the pro- 
posed relief allotment, which is 
grossiy inadequate on the basis of 
statements by the State Division! 
of Welfare, would result in fur- 
ther impairment of the State's 
already acute relief program. 

The last legislature appropriated 
$3,750,000 for relief during the cur-' 
rent fiscal year. This amount, al- 
though substantially in excess of 
the proposed new allotment, has 
permitted the Welfare Division to 
pay only 65 per cent of recipients’ 
needs. Relief payments now aver- 
age only $10.98 a month a person. 
The division's request for a sup- 
plemental appropriation of $1,500,- 
000 for the needy has been ignored. 

What Division Requested. 

The division had requested an 
appropriation of $7,346,400 to fi- 
mance the program in full during 
the coming fiscal year. Gov. Phil 
M. Donnelly, in his recent budget 
message, recommended $3,500,000. 

} The suggested $2,000,000 relief 
appropriation compares with pro- 
posed allotments of $20,000,000 for 
old-age pensions and $3,000,000 for 
aid to dependent children out of 
state funds. The federal govern- 
ment, in addition, matches State 
funds in support of the latter pro- 
grams, which means more than 
$46,000,000 will be available for 
pensions and children’s aid. The 
State, however, bears relief costs 
alone. 

Financing of the state relief pro- 
gram generally has suffered at the 
hands of the Legislature. The 
‘meedy have no organization to 
sponsor their cause or exert po- 
litical pressure. Many legislators, 
however, have been responsive to 
demands of the larger and more 
vocal old-age assistance group. 
This is indicated by the fact that 
old-age pensiona averaged $34.52 
this month, compared to the aver- 
age relief payment of $10.98.

expenditures. He fixed appropria- 
tions from the important state 
general revenues at $47,921,732. 
This is $2,906,861 less than ap- 
propriations fixed by the Gover- 
nor, and about $5,000,000 less than 
the estimated income in these 
funds for the fiscal year. 

In a number of instances, the 
committee chairman made deep 
euts in the Governor's recommend- 
ed allotments. He pared nearly 
$500,000 from recommended funds 
for the Department of Revenue. 

The principal cuts in this de- 
partment were in funds for the 
collection of sales, income, inheri- 
tance, intangible property and fuel 
taxes and for issuance of automo- 
bile and drivers’ licenses, Budget 
recommendations of $1,869,650 for 
these purposes were cut to $1,444,- 
600. 


Building Fund Cut. 

The recommended allotment of 
$277,600 for the division of public 
buildings in the department was 
reduced by $33,400. The budget 
office was cut $5000 to $131,000. 
The funds for the State Collector's 
office were reduced $31,500, leaving 
only the collector's $6000 salary. 
Wallace said the reductions Ieft 
the department with about the 
game amounts as it received from 
the last legislature. 

Two state officials also fared 
badly in the bills. The proposed 
allotment for State Auditor For- 
rest Smith was fixed at $195,000, 
a cut of $37,000 from the amount 
he received last year and §210,- 
000 from the amount he requested. 
Funds for Attorney General J. E. 
Taylor were set at $166,000 or $14,- 
000 less than last year and $57,000 
below his request. 

In other instances, the Wills 
carry larger appropriations than 
Gov. Donnelly recommended. The 
Department of Education funds 
were set at $230,000, the amount 
previously appropriated, as com- 

to a budget recommendation 
ef $147,000. Funds for the im- 
portant committee on Legislative 
Research were put at $55,000, as 
requested, as compared to the 
Governor's recommendation of 
$25,000. 

The proposed appropriation for 
the State Conservation Commis- 
gion was.set at $2,873,000, as re- 
quested. The Governor had 
recommended only $1,500,000 for 
the commission.

Others less optimistic 
were inclined to have a look in the 
mouth of What momentarily ap- 
peared to be a gift horse. 

Change in Timetable. 

Gromyko sought addition of a 
single paragraph to the section of 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
report entitled “Findings,” which 
describes the need and nature of 
various safeguards to prevent vio- 
lations of world atom regulations. 
It was: 

“Inspection, supervision and 
management on the part of the 
international organ are applied in 
regard to all existing plants for 
the production of final atomic ma- 
terials (nuclear fuel) immediately 
after an appropriate convention or 
conventions are put into effect.” 

Such an order of installing ma- 
chinery for supervision, thus be- 
ginning at the end of atomic man- 
ufacture, conceivably might not 
satisfy American requirements for 
a stage-by-stage procedure, termi- 
nating with surrender of atom 
bombs and secret. 

It must be noted, however that 
the Soviet suggestion is directed 
at a chapter that simply summar- 
ized the conclusions of scientific 
and technical experts who con- 
sidered technological phases. The 
subject is specifically covered in 
the section dealing with political 
aspects entitled: “Recommenda- 
tions.” ‘These 
embrace principal] requirements of 
the Baruch plan.

If either party should fail to 
appoint a panel member, the 
board of mediation would make 
the appointment. If both failed 
to make seletcions, the board 
would appoint the three panel 
members, 

Should either party refuse to 
abide by the recommendation of 
the panel and it, as a result, the 
effective operation of the utility 
were threatened or interrupted, 
or there should be a strike, 
work stoppage or lockout dur- 
ing the period of negotiations 
which in the opinion of the Gov- 
ernor interfered with the public 
interest, health and welfare, the 
Governor would be authorized to 
seize the utility for the use and 
operation by the state. 

The Governor could exercise his 
authority through any state de- 
partment he might select, and the 
utility would be operated by the 
state until the dispute was settled. 

The Governor would be given 
full authority to prescribe the 
rules and regulations under which 
he would carry out the law. 

This procedure closely resem- 
bles the law enacted in New Jer- 
sey 11 months ago. It contains 
nearly all. the provisions of the 
New Jersey law, which has oper- 
ated effectively in keeping up an 
uninterrupted flow of essential 
ervices in that state. The New 

ersey law was recently described 
in a series of articles in the 
Post-Dispatch. 

After seizure, it would be unlaw- 
ful for any employe to participate 
in a strike or concerted refusal to 
work for the state as a means of 
enforcing demands against the 
state. Violation would be punish- 
able by a fine of not to exceed 
$1000 and imprisonment for not 
more than one year. 

Setting forth that the act pro- 
vides a means of insuring contin- 
uous operation of public utilities |. 
to prevent serious injury and in- 
convenience to the public, it states 
that an emergency exists and that 
the act shall become effective as 
soon as signed by the Governor. 


Central Trades Union to Fight 
Anti-Labor Bills. 

The APL Central Trades and 
Labor Union will begin soon an 
intensive drive to head off pro- 
posed anti-labor legislation now 
being contemplated by the Mis- 
souri Legislature. This decision 
was reached at a special oe 
last night at Carpenter’s Hall, 
1411 North Grand boulevard. 

Several bills already introduced 
at Jefferson City, including the 
sweeping measure offered by Sen- 
ator Charles L. Madison of Kan- 
sas City, were analyzed before 
about 1200 AFL members hy Reu- 
ben T. Wood of Springfield, presi- 
dent of the State Federation of 
Labor. 

A resolution expressing opposi- 
tion to the projected legislation 
was adopted unanimously by the 
group. Wood urged AFL mem- 
bers to write Congressmen and 
state legislators in protest against 
legislative curbs on labor organi- | 
zations and their scope of ac- 
tivity. 

“The newly-elected legislators,” 
he said, “have interpreted their 
victory at the polls as a mandate 
for the regulation of unions, As 
a consequence, labor is facing its 
worst crisis in 75 yeurs, and its 
liberty has been challenged, If 
some of these bills are enacted, 
labor leaders will fill the jails 
in the State of Missouri before 
they will submit to dictation.” He 
referred to legislation that’ would 
bar strikes, picketing and boy- 
cotts, and establish compulsory 
arbitration. 

Wood asserted some of the pro- 
jected measures would destroy or- 
ganized labor in the state and 
annul “every contract now in ex- 
istence.”

Erwin Spencer of Dearborn, Mich., 
was one of five which took off 
without jet assistance from the 
Little America snowstrip, which 
has hardened as the daily temper- 
atures fall below minus 20 degrees 
Fahrenheit in the waning Antarc- 
tic summer. 

Spencer's plane was one of a 
flight of four. The other three 
wre forced to turn back by engine 
trouble or bad weather. A fifth 
plane took o after Spencer 
landed to photograph the new 
bays which he had discovered 
along the barrier front to the 
westward. 

Spencer, with Comdr. William 
M. Hawkes of Jersey City, N. J., 
skipper of the exploratory R4D 
squadron, riding with him as co- 
pilot, flew southwest across the 
neck of the Ross ice shelf at the 
‘beginning of a 10 and one-half 
hour, 1850-mile_ trip.

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“One of the most amazing 
things we saw were several froz- 
en-over lakes far inland, in valleys 
between mountains,” Spencer said. 
“They were a beautiful deep green 
in color—little round lakes frozen 
over with what lodked like clear 


eyes when Hawkes nudged me 
and pointed to those little green 
things down there in the middle 
of the frozen wilderness.” 

The black cone of Mt, Erebus 
on Ross island towered 1000 feet 
above the clouds when Spencer 
circled it, checking its altitude. 
According to the map, the volcano 
is 13,200 feet high, but the plane's 
observers computed its altitude as 
13,500 feet. 

Winging homeward across the 
barrier front, the plane’s crew dis- 
covered several new inlets similar 
to the Bay of Whales. One of 
them was three to four miles long. 

Stars and Stripes Holsted., 

Meanwhile, the Stars and 
Stripes flew over Little America 
for the first time in six years, 
following a flag-raising Ceremony 
led by R. Adm, Richard E, Byrd 
yesterday. 

Officers and men of Little Amer- 
ica’s' tent town stood in forma- 
tion, their shoulders hunched 
against the sub-zero wind, as the 
color-bearers crunched over the 
packed snow to raise the flag 
atop a 30-foot staff, 

Adm, Byrd, his breath freezing 
as he spoke, made a brief ad- 
dress* 

“We are hoisting the flag over 
Little America IV, Down here, we 
do not lower the colors until the 
long winter begins to descend, Let 
us hope that this will not be the 
last time the American flag is 
hoisted over Little America, 

This was the first time an Amer- 
ican flag had been flown in Ant- 
arctica since the last expedition 
left Little America Feb. 1, 1941. 
The flag will fly 24 hours a day 
for the time being, since in the 
Antarctic the summer sun never 
sets,

Commenting on a report that 
Britain’s Amateur Athletic Board 
might permit cash reimburse- 
ments for time lost from work— 
as proposed by Russia, Scandi- 
navian and other continental na- 
tions—Brundage declared his com- 
mittee and the United States 
Amateur Athletic Union “will 
never tolerate it.” 

As for Russia's Olympic status, 
Brundage asserted that country, 
“at last reading,” had failed to 
join the International Amateur 
Athletic Federation and affiliated 
groups as required for Olympic 
competition. 

Some 20 international federa- 
tions, one for each Olympics com- 
petition must be joined by a na-| 
tion wishing full participation in 
the games, Brundage explained. 

“Unless I haven't heard about 
it, Russia doesn’t belong to any 
federation and is not eligible for 
Olympic competition,” he said. 

Brundage said lifting the ban 
on “broken pay” concessions to 
amateurs would be “the entering 
wedge to outright professionalism 
in the Olympics.” 

Regardless of Britain's ultimate 
stand, Brundage gaid, the United 
States would vigorously oppose 
any financial allotments for lost 
working time. The two nations 
constantly have opposed such a 
move which appears destined for 


(a showdown before the 1948 Olym- 


pics, perhaps in June when the 
International Olympics Commit- 
tee meets at Stockholm, Sweden. 

“We had this out in Oslo before 
the European games last August,” 
Brundage recalled, “and they ac- 
cused the United States of having 
its head in the clouds and not 
knowing the facts of life. 

“Our opponents simply don’t re- 
member history. It was just such 
practices which ruined the ancient 
Olympic Games and Socrates and 
other great Grecian minds point- 
ed that out in their observations.

More numerous are the party 
members who seek, and frequently 
hold, union leadership by indirect 
methods, and who use less astute 
urion men as “Communist zom- 
bies.” 

“The party boys know all the 
ropes,” the Alsops quote a CIO 
leader as saying. “They'll go up 
to some well-liked young worker— 
he won't know they're Commies— 
‘and ask how he'd like to be shop 
steward. Naturally, he says sure. 
He gets in, and he likes it. He 
thinks maybe he can go higher. 
But then it's made clear to him 
that he's expected to play the 
game or else. 

Must Toe Line on Big Issues. 


“He can show independence on | 


minor matters, but he’s got to toe 
the line on important things—and 
these days that means foreign pol- 
icy. Probably he doesn’t give a 
hapt in hell about foreign. policy 
and such, but maybe he gets too 
big for his boots and tries to 
break loose. The job of character 
assassination that follows may 
ruin him for life. 

“The Commies will give his wife 
the idea he’s been running around 
with other women, They'll tell 
the Jews he's anti-Semitic, and the 
Wegroes he's a secret Ku-Kluxer. 
Boy, what a job they can do when 
they get started.” 

Some who accept Communist 
help to advance to union leader- 
ship find that the price exacted 
is too high, and repudiate the con- 
nection. Their: punishment is early 
overthrow, by the men whom they 
have been pressured into placing 
in responsible positions. 

This has happened, the writers 
say, to Morris Muster, who headed 
the Furniture Workers, and Frank 
McGrath, leader of the Shoe 
Workers. Joe Curran of the Mari- 
time Workers has given similar 
offense to the Commies, who have 
found it impossible to displace 
him, but “are doing their best to 
hamstring him,” the writers say. 

Statistically, an estimate is made 
that 25 per cent of the CIO's total 
membership is in unions domi- 
nated by Communists. President 
Philip Murray's estimate, however, 
is given as 19 per cent. Also, 
about an equal number are in un- 
fons where Communist influence 
is strong enough to make the 
status of the organizations doubt- 
ful. The party's labor drive, it is 
explained, has been concentrated 
on the CIO as “younger and more 
vulnerable than the American 
Federation of Labor.” 

Yet “of the CIO’s millions of 
members, probably less than 1 
per cent and certainly far less 
than 2 per cent belong to the Com- 
munist party.” 

How They Do It. 

How they do it is the question 
which most of the article is de- 
voted to answering. An important 
part of the answer is the phrase, 
said to be used frequently in this 
connection: “They work like hell.” 

Indifference of the union rank 
and file to the routine affairs of 
union management is a prime 
factor. 

“Union meetings,” the Alsops 
say, “are commonly occupied with 
a deal of dul! business. The rank 
and file stay awey. But a Com- 
munist will come to a union meet- 
ing if he has°te «aw! to it from 
his deathbed: and he will be- just 
as certain to attend the _ secret 
caucus which the Communists al- 
ways hold before the meeting. 

“At these caucuses, the ‘frac- 
. tion’ men detailed to maintain di- 
rect liaison with the party—will 
hand out the party line and give 
detailed strategy instructions. By 
mever failing to act together, by 


never missing a meeting, and by | 


never entering a meeting without 
a plan, the Communists are able 
to gain control of union local after 
local, The. local is Communist- 
dominated by precisely the same 
technique by which the Wall Street 
blue-sky boys dominated huge cor- 
porations by infinitesimal invest- 
ments.” 

As an instance, the writers tell 
how, at a national CIO conven: 
tion, an anti-Communist member 
chanced to get a copy of the Com- 
mies’ program for the session. It 
listed the members who were to 
speak on each anticipated matter 
of busimess, frequently taking op- 
_ posing sides, making amendments, 
offering protests, sometimes pro- 
longing matters to a point where 
many members would leave before 
& vote. 

Anti-Communists Organizing. 

This situation is understood 
clearly by anti-Communists in the 
CIO, the writers say, and the 
antis are organizing an opposition 
to vote down the minority which 
seeks, so often successfully, to im- 
pose its will on the majority. 

As an example of Communist 
control of men in key positions, 
the writers, say: 

“In the United 
Workers, the hard; ambitious 
George Addes, real challenger of 
Walter Reuther’s leadership of the 
UAW, has accepted Communist 
Support with both eyes open and 
firmly fixed on the main chance. 
Whereas his ally, the bumbling R. 
J. Thomas, whom Reuthrr last 
year replaced as UAW r--> fcent, 


, 


\is the perfect type of the stodgy, 
not immensely bright union leader 
whose political naivete is smartly 
exploited by the party. Sinee the 
UAW convention, when the Com- 
munists backed him against 
Reuther, Thomas has become a 
rather pathetic, ungainly, but use- 
ful lay figure, employed to orna- 
ment party platforms and func- 
tions.” 

The later favors shown to 
Thomas at the Soviet Embassy 
and on a visit to the Soviet 
Union, are mentioned, as is the 
oratory used by Thomas in con- 
vincing American workers that 
there is no “iron curtain” con- 
cealing Russian policies and opera- 
tions 
_ As the inspiration of the tactics 
|pursued in the subversive process, 
the writers recall the words of 
Nikolai Lenin from the Commu- 
‘nist “bible”: 
| “We must be able to withstand 
all this (bourgeois opposition to 
Communists), to agree to any sac- 
rifice, and even, if need be, to re- 
sort to.all sorts of strategems, 
artifices, illegal methods, to eva- 
sions and subterfuges, only so as 
to get into the trade unions, -to 
remain in them, and to carry on 
Communist work in them at all 
costs.” 


Detroit Guild Case Cited. 


| As showing their policy in ac- 
tion, the Alsops tell how the De- 
troit local of the CIO Newspaper 
Guild was inept in handling its 
first move for increased pay on 
one of the dailies. The initial 


demand got no attention. 

“Then the Communists moved 
in. They knew the ropes, knew 
the law, knew all about the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board and’ 
how to use it, The men got their 
raise. But the Communists got 
the local, and it was years before 
they were dislodged.” 

The “technique of tedium” was 
used in another Detroit case, in a 
meeting of a unit of Local 600— 
the Ford union—of the United 
Automobile Workers. 


“It is the biggest local in the 
union, and it is Communist-domi- 
nated. The meeting of the toe] and 
die unit was called to elect dele- 
gates to the General Council of 
Local 600, on which the Commu- 


Automobile | 


nists and their allies are fighting 
‘to hold and tighten their control. 

“The meeting was called for 11 
o'clock one Sunday morning. More 
\than 1000 members turned up. Al- 
though only a fraction of the total 
|'membership, this was considered a 
\surprisingly good showing. The 
men arrived expecting that the 
election of delegates would be the 
first item on the agenda after the 
reading of the minutes, and they 
had been assured that the meeting 
would end-by 2:30 that afternoon 
at the latest. However, somehow 
the agenda was changed at the 
last moment, Instead of the elec- 
tion, there began an endless dis- 
cussion of the problem of rotation 
of shifts, of a pension plan and 
of other matters. Every point 
was heatedly debated. Again and 
again, a Communist would leap to 
his feet and intone, ‘I rise on a 
‘point of order,’ or ‘I rise on a 
point of information.’ 


| “Most of the men began to shift 
uneasily on their hard chairs. As 
‘ithe endless debate droned on, 
‘thoughts of beer, of a game of 
pool, of an outing with the family, 
began to intrude. One by one, the 
union members drifted out. Still 
the debate continued, Three hours 
‘after it had been scheduled, the 
‘election was ¢alled. By that time, 
of the 1100 men who had come to 
|the meeting, hardly more than 150 
iwere left. But the Communists 
‘and their friends had not budged. 
‘Few non-Communist delegates 
survived.” 
Defeat for Communists. 

Not always is the story one of 
defeat for the forces combatting 
Communist control. Control of the 
Michigan state council of CIO was 
recently gained by the  anti- 
Communist majority, it is related.

Kermit Eby, CIO research direc- 
tor, and Howard Coonley, former 
president of the National Associ- 
ation of Manufacturers, the dele- 
gates are trying to determine what 
are the vital issues in economic 
life.

Highlights of Discussions. 


Some highlights of last night’s 
discussions:

Guaranteed Wage Plan Unsound, 
Brookings Institute Report Says 


Cut in Real Income of Labor and Capital, 


Unwillingness to Create Jobs Would Re-|| 


sult, Agency Contends.

While the annual 


wage is a goal of which no company should lose sight, the report 
contends, the imposition of the guaranteed wage on all industry or 
key industries would tend to reduce the real income of both labor 


and capital, 


The study was made by Dr. A. 
D. H. Kaplan under a grant from 
the Falk Foundation, Pittsburgh. 
A summary of the report, to be 
published shortly, was disclosed to 
the Brookings staff last night. 


Dr. Kaplan said that while in- 
dividual companies may in some 
cases adjust production policies so 
as to make-annual wage commit- 
ments possible, the imposition of 
wage guarantees acréss industry 
would introduce new factors of 
instability, 

The guarantee of industry-wide 
annual wages is most likely to be 
self-defeating in those industries 
with the greatest lack of employ- 
ment security, Dr. Kaplan said, 
because it would bring postpone- 
ment of reductions in output and 
employment only to intensify their 
eventual severity. 

“In the search for means Of re- 
ducing wage insecurity,” the sum- 
mary stated, “there has been a 
temptation to draw unwarranted 
general inferences from the expe- 
rience of a few firms where em- 
ployment stabilization plans are in 
successful operation. 

“These concerns are almost en- 
tirely in non-durable consumer 
goods, their seasonal and other 
short-term irregularities are pre- 
dictable, wage payments of high 
and low weeks can be averaged, 
and miscalculations in production 
or marketing can be adjusted 
within a limited time. 


“The problem is vastly different 
where the timing and. duration of 
changes are unpredictable and 
where inventory accumulations 
may require a prolonged period 
for liquidation, , 


“Furthermore, a_e single firm 


maintaining a wage guarantee 
plan can alter the character of its 
production so as to increase its 
own stability without regard to 
the effect on other enterprises, 
This flexibility disappears when 
all members of an industry are si- 
multaneously employing similar 
defensive measures.” 


Analysis of Effect, 


The report analyzed the possible 
impact of the guaranteed annual 
wage on business policy, on labor 
and on consumer. demand, with 
conclusions that may be summar- 
ized as follows: 


Should industry be obligated to 
carry its labor as guaranteed over- 
head, it may be expected to react 
by resisting additional business 
that requires taking on new em- 
ployes. Overtime for guaranteed 
employes and reserves against pay- 
roll commitments would further 
contribute to higher prices when 
business was brisk. On.the other 
hand, the competition for orders 
to meet fixed overhead when busi- 
ness slackened would operate to 
intensify price cutting. 

These tendencies would be least 
damaging to stable employment in 
an industry consisting of a small 
number of large firms accustomed 
to administered prices and well 
informed as to the shares of the 
companies in the total market. 
Such strong companies would like- 
wise be in the best position to set 
up adequate reserves against pay- 
roll commitments and include ad- 
ditional labor overhead in the 
prices of their products. 

With small and highly competi- 
tive business, however, payroll 
contingencies are more likely to

UTHORITATIVE sources said 
A tocas that Lord Wavell will 
be called home soon from his 
post as Viceroy of India and that 
Prime Minuister Attlee will make 
a historic statement on Indian 
freedom in the House of Com- 
mons tomorrow. 
The disclosures stimulated spec- 


ulation that the British Govern- 
ment might be preparing to with- 


draw from India and to announce 
a plan for India's complete inde- 


pendence, perhaps within a year. 

The Briti cabinet's decision to 
bring Wavell home, these inform- 
ants said, came as a result of the 
new constitutional crisis in India. 
They declined to say whether he 
would return to India. 

Attlee’s statement will be ac 
companied by publication of a 
White Paper. 

The latest Indian crisis has fol- 
lowed Moslem League refusal to 
participate in the Constituent As- 
sembly. ‘British officials said the 
crisis “threatens” the breakup of 
the Viceroy’s interim government. 

Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru, Con- 
gress party leadey, recently wrote 
to Wavell asserting that the con- 
tinued presence in the Indian cab- 
inet of five Moslem League mem- 
bers was incompatible with the 
Moslem refusal to join the Con- 
stituent Assembly, the informants 
stated. 

The five Moslem cabinet minis- 
ters thereupon said they had no 
intention of vacating their offices. 

Wavell appealed to the British 
Government for a directive, it Was 
explained here, and the cabinet 
held a series of meetings last week 
and this week to consider the 
deadlock. 

Last week Nehru sent Wavell a 
second letter, calling for an early 
reply from the London Govern- 
ment. Official sources said the 
Congress party leader had warned 
Wavell that unless the Mosiems 
resigned. immediately, his nine 
Congress followers themselves 
would vacate office.

Combined Planning Is Needed 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I have just carefully assimilated your 
editorial headed “Mr. Imboden's Dis- 
missal.” (Editor's note: George R. Im- 
boden, St. Louis County goning enforce- 
ment officer and executive secretary of 
the Plan Commission, much of whose 
work was undone by the County Court.) 
You are absolutely right, but this prob- 
lem is with us in the City of St. Louis 
as well as St. Louis county. Besides 
the Imboden political fiasco, in the coun- 
ty we read about the City Board of Al- 
dermen passing numerous spot zoning 
bills in spite of objections from the City 
Pian Commission and other civic groups. 

It is perfectly obvious that sound, in- 
telligent, fore-sighted planning cannot 
succeed in either the city or the county 
as long as petty politicians wield suffi- 
cient power in both places to sabotage 
such efforts, , 

The only hope I have is that an 
apathetic public will finally become 
aroused and turn out of office the elect- 
ed officials directly responsible for these 
misdeeds and those without sufficient 
courage to oppose them. 

In the city we have the Federation of 
Improvement Associations, the General 
Council of Civic Needs and the neighbor- 
hood groups, co-operating with the City 
Pian Commission. 

Unfortunately, in the county the area 
is so great that a central organization 
would probably be difficult to organize. 

Therefore in view of the similarity of 
the problem in both places, a metropoli- 
tan group with direct representation 
from every principal neighborhood group 
in the city and every community in the 
county should be organized for the pur- 
pose of developing and preserving sound 
planning, with the further idea of put- 
ting into office persons sympathetic with 
it and turning out of office thase guilty 
of destroying it.

What “Economy” Means 


Now that the fight for adequate military ap- 
propriations is going to the floor of Congress, 
the debate should be freed from all the hysteria 
about “economy.” Ruthless slashing of our de- 
fense budget cannot be itemized in terms of 
guns and planes alone. It means that we will 
have to butcher our foreign policy as well. 

President Truman and the Army and Navy 
commanders have described the issue in terms 
of an “ineffective” Army, a “second-rate” Air 
Force and an “immobile” Navy. This picture is 
deadly serious. But it does not represent alto- 
gether what military weakness can mean, 

Feeble arms mean feeble diplomacy. More 
than a century ago Clausewitz stated an unfor- 
tunate principle, when he said war was the logi- 
cal extension of diplomacy. War comes when 
negotiation fails, and negotiation fails when a 
nation has no strength to support it. If the 
United States has to reduce its arms, which part 
of its foreign policy will it surrender? 

Would we, for instance, be willing to retreat 
from Europe? A New York Times writer has 
stated that “the balance of power was restored 
roughly along the Stettin-Trieste line not be- 
cause of the eloquence of Mr. Byrnes, but be- 
cause of the power of the United States Army 
in Germany and in Trieste.” Our withdrawal 
now would leave Western Europe to Fascism, 
nationalist expansion or chaos. 

Or should we pull our fleet out of the Medi- 
terranean? Its presence there forestalled Rus- 
sian pressure on Turkey and helped keep the 
Dardanelles open to world trade. The mere pres- 
ence of American warships has protected the free 
flow of Arabian oil, which we need desperately 
for defense reserves. 

And could we hoist anchor in the Far East? 
That would leave the Philippines defenseless, 
Japan neither safe nor democratic, and North 
China a void open to expanding Soviet power. 

If we do not abandon parts of our foreign 
policy, then reduced appropriations will mean in- 


’ evitable reduction of military defenses closer 


home. Would we abolish parts of our reserves 
and National Guard? Or would we eliminate 
those three vast belts of bases, which stretch 
from the Aleutians to Iceland in the north, from 
Japan through the South Pacific islands in the 
west, and from Iceland past the Canal Zone in 
the east? They are meant to keep any war far 
from the homeland. 

Those are the objectives which depend upon 
America’s military strength. Both have been bal- 
anced carefully in the defense budget by such 
men as Gen. Marshall. As Secretary of State 
and former Chief of Staff, he understands both 
our commitments and the power needed to sup- 
port them. 

Which part of our foreign policy would the 
economy-minded Congressmen destroy? That is 
the issue before Congress. It should he met 
squarely, not in terms of dollars and cents, but 
with an earnest regard for American security 
and the peace of the world. 


Something Phony 

In their opposition to the anti-filibuster reso- 
lutions, Senators Connally, Byrd and Overton 
are arguing, according to Correspondent Doris 
Fleeson, that “all this is much ado about noth- 
ing.” They point out, she-says, that “cloture 
has been rarely invoked ... and when it did fail 
of two thirds, it would have failed also of a 
simple majority.” 

The funny thing about this argument is that 
Messrs. Connally, Byrd, Overton, et al., are so 
much exercised over the proposed change. If 
the change won’t really mean anything, why 
don’t they let it go through without opposition? 
Either their alarm or their argument is phony— 
and it doesn't take a Solomon to tell which. 
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Nelson Poynter’s Victory ' 
Nelson Poynter, publisher of the St. Peters- 
burg (Fla.) Times, has won his long fight against 
the International Typographical Union. Over 
turning the findings of its own trial examiner, 
the National Labor Relations Board has dis- 
missed all charges of unfair labor practices 
against the Times and another St. Petersburg 
newspaper, the Independent. 

In September, 1945, the union reopened its 
contract with the employers on a question of 
wages, and numerous conferences ensued dur- 
ing which, so the NLRB finds, the publishers 
bargained in good faith. They submitted sev- 
eral proposals, including two offers of wage in- 
creases and finally urged arbitration. The union 
stood pat on its original demand and in Novem- 
ber went on strike, without notice to the pub- 
lishers. | 

The papers continued to operate, first using 
photo-engraving processes, and then set up a 
jointly-owned corporation, effective Jan. 1, 1946, 
to operate a composing room on an open shop 
basis. From the time the strike was called un- 
til Dec. 15, the union did not communicate with 
the employers, but on the latter date it sent a 
resolution increasing its wage demands. The 
publishers replied Dec. 17, informing the union 
of the formation of the new corporation. The 
men were given a chance to return to work as 
new employes. 

Throughout the controversy, the union refused 
to bargain with the employers and declined to 
discuss the issues in which the publishers were 
interested. The union evidently thought it was 
safe in this position under the Wagner Act, 
which compels employers to bargain but does 
not place the same compulsion upon employes, 
That was a miscalculation, for, as the NLRB 
decision says: 

Although the (Wagner) act imposes no 
affirmative duty to bargain upon labor or- 
ganizations, a union’s refusal to bargain in 
good faith may remove the possibility of 
negotiation and thus preclude the existence 
of a situation in which the employer’s own 
good faith can be tested. If it cannot be 
tested, its absence can hardly be found. 

So the NLRB, by interpretation, has closed in 
part what has been pointed to as a gap in the 
Wagner Act. The job should be completed by 
explicit congressional action. A law which com- 
pels one side to bargain, but is silent about the 
other side’s responsibility is lamentably one- 
sided, Collective bargaining by its very nature 
cannot be a one-way street. 

In the St. Petersburg case, the union stood

aloof and then accused the employers of failure 
to bargain. Even if the employers had made no 
proposals, the union’s own attitude furnished 
the key to the NLRB decision. ; 

The decision is a great victory for Mr. Poyn- 
ter. Here is a man who has devoted his life 
to liberal principles, including a square deal 
for labor. When labor, whom he had befriend- 
ed, turned on him unjustly, Mr. Poynter stood 
and fought. The dispute has caused him end- 
less trouble and much expense, but his position 
now stands justified,

Smiting at the ghost of Franklin D. Roosevelt 
the G.O.P. majority in Congress is trying to sub- 
mit. a constitutional amendment limiting presi- 
dential tenure to eight years. The Republicans 
might very well pause to consider what Alexan- 
der Hamilton, the founding father of the Repub- 
lican party, had to say on the subject. Hamilton 
wrote in the Federalist that the President “is to 
be elected for four years; and is to be eligible 
as often as the people of the United States shall 
think him worthy of their confidence.” Hamil 
ton also said: ' 


There is no nation which has not, at one 
period or another, experienced an absolute 
necessity of the services of particular men, 
in particular situations, perhaps it would not 
be too strong to say, to the preservation of 
its political existence. How unwise, there- 
fore, must be every self-denying ordinance, 
as serves to prohibit a nation from making 
use of its own citizens, in the manner best 
suited to its’ exigencies and circumstances!” 
(Exclamation point Hamilton's.) 


Is the G.O.P, refusing its own voice of revela- 
tion? 
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Potatoes and People 
Life Magazine publishes a picture which ought 
to shock and humiliate the American people. It 
is a photograph of acres of potatoes, spread out 
a foot thick, in a field near Grand Forks, S. D., 
while a six-wheel truck dumps another load on 


the frozen ground, They are part of 20,000,000 , 


bushels which the AAA is plowing under to 
maintain the “parity” price of potatoes, Actual- 
ly, the surplus is much larger than this, so that 
thes Department of Agriculture is offering pota- 
toes for export at the amazing price of 5 cents 
a hundred pounds. 

Meantime in various parts of the world sev- 
eral hundred million people, mostly those of 
our late Allies, are suffering from malnutrition 
or starvation. Of our enemy countries, Secre- 
tary of State Marshall warns, “You cannot ex- 
pect to maintain control of people who are starv- 
ing.” Over large areas of the Balkans and of 
Russia, people are subsisting on 800 calories a 
day, against 1500 guaranteed the population in 
the American zone of Germany and 2000 a day 
regarded as necessary for health. In certain 
Chinese provinces the calory intake is 500 a day, 
and more than a third of the population in some 
areas is suffering from famine edema or, as the 
American soldiers call it, “balloon belly.” 

The Department of Agriculture says that trans- 
portation costs are too high for the potatoes to 
be sent abroad and that ships were not available. 
That brings up another picture Life ran several 
months ago, a remarkable photograph of several 
miles of decommissioned Liberty and Victory 
ships tied up in an arm of Mobile Bay. Of 6000 
war transports declared surplus by the Maritime 
Commission, only a few hundred have been sold. 

We would like for the Department of Agri- 
culture, AAA division,~to meet the Maritime 
Commission. Perhaps the introduction could be 
arranged by the State Department, which should 
have a certain interest in avoiding foreign propa- 
ganda about a nation that destroys millions of 
tons of food while millions of people are starv- 
ing.

But It’s Not Trusteeship 

If the United States must have the former 
Japanese-mandated islands in the Pacific for de- 
fense bases, let’s have them, but let’s not call it 
“United Nations trusteeship.” 

The terms we have proposed—we are to be in 
sole possession of the islands and will bar inter- 
national inspection of whatever areas we please 
—are possible under the UN definition of a 
“United Nations trusteeship.” But calling it a 
trusteeship doesn’t make it one, even if the UN 
joins in the calling. 

If any other nation proposed the terms we 
have proposed, we'd call it annexation. That is 
what it would be, It doesn’t become something 
else merely by virtue of the fact that the United 
States, rather than some other nation, is doing it. 

If we persist in maintaining that what we are 
proposing for the Pacific islands is a trusteeship, 
we will only brand ourselves as hypocrites and 
the trusteeship device as a,sham.

Stimulated chiefly by the Fair, St. Louis 
experienced a growth which expanded the 
city flush to its boundaries and started its 
large-scale overflow into St. Louis County. 
It then began to face what has since be- 
come its chief problem—urban standstill, 
or decline, with abnormal suburban growth. 


This situation stems from the centennial 
year of 1876, when St. Louis effected a 
legal separation from the Missouri county 
of the same name. St. Louis became a 


“free” city, with two sets of officials—the. 


municipal group headed by the Mayor, and 
the other—Sheriff, Coroner and the like— 
carrying on county functions. 


St. Louis’s action was widely acclaimed 
as an advance in municipal government, 
James Bryce described it in laudatory 
terms in his famed “The American Com- 
monwealth.” P 

A major objective of this “reform” was 
to get out of the clutches of a county 
courthouse gang. This succeeded, There- 
after, gangs which infested the city’s poli- 
tics were strictly the city’s own. 


Slipped to Eighth Rank 


What the men of '76 did not realize was 
that the boundaries they so cheerfully de- 
lineated fixed the city in a straitjacket. 
Not a square inch has been added to its 
area since. Its 65 square miles compose 
a smaller living room even than that of 
urban Boston. And, like Boston, St. Louis 
has seen large cities grow up on its 
borders. The open country beyond has be- 
come not only the retreat of the rich, but 
the locale of suburban slums. 


Thus St. Louis, whose aspirations were 
expressed a generation ago by the Million 
Population Club, has slipped in the Census 
Bureau’s decennial rating from fourth to 
eighth place. If Boston, ninth on the list, 
were to annex a little of its periphery, 
St. Louis would drop another notch. 

Boundary-bound on the west, St. Louis 
is even more firmly frozen on the east by 
the state line traversing the middle of the 
Mississippi. East St. Louis, third city of 
Illinois, is in what the Chamber of Com- 
merce calls the St. Louis Metropolitan 
Area. But good-neighbor relations have 


not been unbroken. When St. Louis issued 
bonds to build what is now Douglas Mac- 
Arthur Bridge and opened its highway to 
Illinoisans toll free, the East Side local gov- 
ernments levied a stiff tax on the Illinois 
end of the bridge. 

The bad taste of this grab was still in 
St. Louis’s mouth when the problem of 
airport location became pressing. The city's 
chief airport, Lambert-St. Louis Field, is in 
St. Louis county, 15 miles from downtown, 
and reached over a traffic-jammed high- 
way. For a second port the city was forced 
to buy land at a point equally distant, at 
the confluence of the Mississippi and’ Mis- 
souri rivers. Yet level expanses in Illinois, 
a few minutes’ drive over the downtown 
bridges, can be seen from St. Louis office 
buildings, 


To Cross the Barriers 


St. Louis needs an airport in those IIlli- 
nois fields, just as Kansas City, Mo., a few 
years ago, needed a like facility over the 
state line in Kansas. Kansas City got its 
port. St. Louis, also, will get one, perhaps 
to be shared on a co-operative basis with 
the East Side folk, if City Hall will tackle 
the job as intelligently, and work at it as 
hard, as it did in smoke elimination. A 
Metropolitan Plan Association has taken 
up this problem on a broad regional level 
and has suggested a central agency like the 
New York Port Authority to deal with it 
and other developmental problems. 


City Hall, too, must soon determine 
whether the new Missouri Constitution 
makes it possible to recast the city’s 70- 
year-old western boundary. Legal difficul- 
ties have probably been eased, but there is 
still the opposition of county politicians 
and the apathy of suburban dwellers, who 
give too little thought to the problems of 
the city where most of them earn a liveli- 
hood, 


As things stand, the city now loses not 
only in taxes but in civic leadership. The 
Mayor, in appointing boards, and the Gov- 
ernor, in choosing police and Election 
Commissioners, must look up addresses and 
frequently are compelled to strike from the 
list those most desired, for lack of urban 
residence qualification,

Britannica, however, hardly fits with any 
of the mercantile patrons.

Its new catalogue contains, along with 
reproductions of creative work, articles on 
techniques by the painter Frederic Taubes 
and*on the progress of American painting 
by Donald Bear, director of the Santa Bar- 
bara Museum of Art. 

The inevitable question about such cata- 
logues and collections is whether they are 
fully representative, Britannica certainly 
deserves an A for effort.

Morse to White. 


Senator Wayne Morse of Ore- 
gon, most articulate of the Repub- 
lican liberals, confronted White in 
the cloakroom. Morse was con- 
scious that he did far more cam- 
paigning for his party last Octo- 
ber than White has ever done in 
his long career in unfailingly Re- 
publican Maine. The Senator 
from Oregon let loose a blast 
against the placid White.

But you 
are not the leader of them all, and 
I want you to know it here and 
now.”

cherishing the rights of the indi- 
vidual against the cowardly and 
craven mass; upholding the rights 
that have slowly been won as 
man has evolved from the brute.

Any German govern- 
ment, except one willing perpetual- 
ly to depend on a foreign power, 
will be forced to continue to agi- 
tate for a modification of the 
Oder-Neisse frontiers, as perma- 
nently drawn at Potsdam by the 
U.S.S.R. and accepted by the West- 
ern powers. ‘ 


When Lunacy Will Show. 


Tf this matter of Poland's West- 
erm and Germany's Fastern fron- 
tiers is left open for two or three 
years, it is my guess that the 
lunacy of present arrangements 
will become increasingly appar- 
ent to everyone. Poland lost 64,- 
230 square miles of territory in 
the East, including all her oil, and 
her greatest forest reserves. She 
was compensated in the west by 
the vast agricultural territory of 
Lower Silesia, upper Silesian coal, 
what Upper Silesian industry had 
‘not gone to her after the last war, 
and the Great Baltic ports of Dan- 
zig and Stettin. 

But without any new German 
territory at all, Poland would 
have about as much land per 
family, for a population of 24,- 
000,000, as she had, prewar, for 
a population of 35,000,000. 

I do not suggest that this would 
be enough for a prosperous Polish 
state. The lunacy, however, was 


to award Polish land to the Soviet 
Union which has no population 
pressure but suffers instead from 
a shortage of labor, and compen- 
sate Poland by taking agricultural 
land from Germany whose popu- 
lation pressure, like that of Italy, 
has been a cause of expansionism. 

Under present arrangements, 
which the Soviets mould like to 
embody in a treaty, Poland, with 
35 per cent of Germany’s popula- 
tion, has 77 per cent as much 
agriculture land,* Meanwhile, the 
allies are hostile to an intensifi- 
cation of German industrializa- 


| tion, 


I think the next years will show 
‘that Poland cannot settle these 
\vast agricultural tracts. It would 
|take 37 per cent of the entire 
Polish population to work the 
‘area as intensively as did the 
German farm workers.

The Calculating Reds. 


But if the arrangement: is eco- 
inomic lunacy, there is political 
method in the madness. Nothing 
‘is more certainly calculated to 
re-inflame German nationalism 
than the Eastern frontiers’ issue. 
‘I suggest that the Soviets know 
ithis, and that is just exactly what 
‘they want; in their Machiavellian 
calculations, 

The only German government, 
which could be counted on to sup- 
press a nationalism which flames 
up over completely justified griev- 
ances, would be one permanently 
directed by the agents of a for- 
eign power. The only country 
equipped to rule states from with- 
‘in, while pretending not to do so, 
is the U.S.S.R. Therefore, what 
‘the U.S.S.R. wants for Germany 
is a peace treaty that only a 


Communist government would ac- 


cept, only a Communist govern- 
ment could maintain, and only a 
Communist government might be 
able to modify—or the worst re- 
sults of which they might be able 
to overcome. 

For Polish, as well as German, 
Communists are already arguing 
that if all the European states 
were Communist, the frontiers 
would not matter much one way 
or another. This is Tito’s argu- 
ment to Comrade Togliatti. 

Communism as a political sys- 
tem is abhorrent to most Euro- 
peans. But Europe, including 
Poland, hasn’t been getting it by 
acts of popular will, but as the 
completely logical development of 
the peace and territorial arrange- 
ments made at a series of confer- 
ences. 

The Soviets are, T am convinced, 
overplaying an essentially weak 
hand. What we need is to culti- 
vate the virtues of endurance and 
common sense,

WILL OPEN TONIGHT 


123 Paintings to.Go on View 
at City Museum—Pub- ° 
lic Reception. 


A one-month exhibition of 123 
paintings chosen by the Encyclo- 
paedia Britannica as “outstand- 
ing examples of the work of lead- 
ing contemporary American art- 
ists,” ranging in style from aca- 
demic to abstract, will open to- 
night with a public reception from 
8:30 to 10 o’clock at the City Art 
Museum, 

Also on view will be 14 pictures 
making up the reference work’s 
“rotating annual,” composition of 
which is to change from year to 
year. This show, which is on a 
five-year tour of United States mu- 
seums, was last exhibited at the 
Nelson Rockhill Gallery of Art in 
Kansas City. 

A former St. Louisan, Joe 
Jones, now living in New Jersey, 
is represented in the permanent 
group. Another former St. Louis- 
an, Marty], and the advanced 
painting instructorjat Washington 
University, Philip Guston, have 
paintings in the rotating collec- 
tion. 

Marty] is the daughter of Mar- 
tin Schweig, St. Louis photogra- 
pher, and Aimee Schweig, painter. 
She is the wife of Alexander 5S. 
Langsdorf Jr:, former St. Louisan, 
The Langsdorfs live in Chicago. 

Each artist is represented by a 
single work, Other names, indica- 
tive of contrasting styles, are 
Thomas Hart Benton and Salva- 
dor Dali, Grant Wood and Georgia 
O'Keeffe, John Steuart Curry and 
Stuart Davis. The Britannica, 
which was advised by a panel of 
50 artists, art dealers and museum 
directors, deems American art to 
be “the most virile in the world.” 

The collection started in’ 1943 as 
illustration for articles in the ref- 
erence work. Artists originally 
were chosen to do scenes they 
knew well. Paul Sample of Ver- 
mont was assigned to paint “Ma- 
ple Sugaring in Vermont;”, Doris 
Lee of Illinois to do “Arbor Day,” 
a view of an Illinois schoolhouse 
and children, and Robert Philipp, 
New York native, to depict a New 
York stage play. 

After expansion of the project 
in an effort to represent all con- 
temporary leadings artists of the 
country, the encyclopedia authori- 
ties acknowledge “absence of sev- 
eral prominent painters.” Total 
size of the complete collection is 
127 pictures, but two are on loan 
to the State Department to be 
used in a display which is to tour 
Europe, and two others are in 
painting shows in the East. 

The educational] staff of the mu- 
seum will give a series of talks on 
the paintings. The show is to 
close March 20.

‘Helen of Troy’ Is Outstand- 
ing Work of Company in 
Performance Here. 


The Ballet Theater opened a 
two-day engagement last night at 
Kiel Auditorium Opera House. It 
‘Was not until the latter half of the 
program, however, that this com- 
pany of young dancers justified 
its existence as a fresh and vital 
influence in the bailet, 


The program contained two 
works new to St. Louis, “Fac- 
simile” by Jerome Robbins and 
Leonard Bernstein, and 
Patineurs” by Frederick Ashton to 
Meyerbeer’s music. Other works 
were the grand pas de deux from 
“The Nutcracker” and the comedy- 
ballet, “Helen of Troy” by Lachine 
and Antal Dorati. 

The same team which produced 
“Fancy Free” got itself involved 
with Freudianism in its new bal- 
let, “Facsimile.” Robbins’s chore- 
ography deals wkh the loneliness 
and frustrations of “three insecure 
people’ unable to find emotional 
ease within themselves. They ex- 
tract momentary exhiliration from 
love making, but the complications 
of a triangle — two men and a 
woman—throw them back to frus- 
tration. The Bernstein music, 
stark yet rhythmically incisive, re- 
vealed strong influences of both 
Stravinsky and Aaron Copland, It 
made, however, for a comprehen- 
sive effect of desperation as did 
the excellent dancing of Nora 
Kaye, Hugh Laing and John 
Kriza, the set by Oliver Smith and 
the lighting of Peter Lawrence: 

“Les Patineurs,” (The Skatefs), 
the other novelty, holds a fair 
chance of becoming another chest- 
nut in the repertory, It has the 
usual pirouettes and entrechats, 
but ‘little else. The dancing was 
pedestrian, relieved only by the 
acrobatics of Tommy Rall, a 
youth from Kansas City, who 
gave, by far, the most invigorating 
performance of the evening. Igor 
YouSkevitch and Alicia Alonso 
were incredibly dull in the pas de 
deux, but Mr. Yousekevitch was 
virtually an entirely different per- 
former in “Helen,” which rang 
down the curtain.

INTERESTING PROGRAM 
~BY STRING QUARTET 


‘Includes Early Work of Bee- 
thoven and Numbers by 


Schubert and Hindemith. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 

In its second concert of the 
season presented last night at the 
Wednesday Club, the St. Louis 
String Quartet offered a program 
of arresting variety with each 
number having a special claim to 
superiority. 

In the order given the quartet, 
under the direction of Harry Farb- 
man, played Beethoven's Quartet in 
B-Flat, Opus 18 No. 6, the “Trout” 
Quintet by Schubert and Hinde- 
mith’s Quartet, Opus 10 in F 
Minor. Beethoven’s quartet in its 
first three movements reflected 
the prevailing classic style of his 
early period but in the fourth, with 
its dramatically contrasted melan- 
choly and exuberance, there was 
clearly evident a prophecy of how 
his mind would operate at the end 
of his life. The searching adagio 
was tense and overladen; the 
allegro was at the opposite ex- 
ireme, 

After the first movement which 
sounded a little as if the players 
were feeling out the acoustics, the 
quartet played with ease, was well 
blended, well disciplined, and well 
projected. 

The “Forellan” quintet which tin- 
volved the use of the piano, played 
by Edith Schiller, and the double- 
bass, played by Karl Auer, was 
also given a poised and easy ren- 
dering. The somewhat discursive 
nature of the composer's lyrical 
‘flights were offset by its fresh- 
ness, an effect that was under- 
scored by-a consistently graceful 
performance, 

The quartet was particularly 
strong and incisive in the Hinde- 
mith quartet. This number had 
all the rhythmic strength common- 
ily associated with the composer, 
| together with a _ surprising har- 
monic and melodic geniality—sur- 
prising that is to one who was 
| prepared for the operation of a 
‘highly polished machine. Hinde- 
'mith’s wealth of expressive devices 
‘made his dissonances—as such—- 
seem incidental. The interest was 
sustained unremittingly because 
the logic of movement and of de- 
‘velopment was an irresistible lure 
to the mind.

Atantc of fine beet salad can’t 


fail to attract attention, no 

matter how much glamour 
other foods on the table may 
have. Once one learns how to 
cook them with care, and to 
season them with discretion, they 
are bound to appeal to the palate 
as well as to the eye. Beets also 
aré as economical as they are 
beautiful for salad material. Fresh 
ones are expensive right now, but 
the canned ones are not. The 
salad can be made a few hours 
ahead of time and will be all the 
better for the beet flavor to blend 
with that of vinegar, herbs and 
spices. It should, however, be 
kept covered tightly and in the 
refrigerator and not turned into 
its serving bowl until ready to 
serve. It should come to the 
table chilly, brilliant in_ color, 
moist and sparkling because every 
plece is still covered with juice. 
Left to stand at room temper- 
ature in the serving dish for 15 
to 20 minutes, the allure is lost 
because the surface has fried off 
and the beets have became dull 
and dark because of oxidation. 
Cooks who love “beautiful foods 
must remember that time sched- 
ules for preparation and serving 
of foods must be kept to the let- 
ter in order to make a high score. 


Pickled Beet Salad, 


One-half cup malt vinegar, one- 
fourth cup water, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, one-third cup sugar, 
two cups sliced fresh cooked beets 
or No. 2 can beets, one medium 
onion, sliced; one teaspoon car- 
away seed, one tablespoon finely 
chopped parsley. 

Heat vinegar and water to boil- 
ing. Add salt and sugar and heat 
again to boiling. Arrange beets 
and onion in alternate layers in 
bowl, sprinkling beets with the 
caraway seeds, Pour hot vinegar 
mixture over them. Cover and 
place in refrigerator to marinate 
for several] hours before serving. 
Serve cold. Sprinkle parsley over 
beets just before serving.

How Ht Started

“ALMIGHTY DOLLAR” 


T is to Washington Irving, schol- 
| arty early nineteenth century 

American author, that we are 
indebted for the phrase “almighty 
dollar.” Its earliest appearance 
was in 1836, in his “The Creole 
Village,” which dealt with Creole 
settlements bordering the Missis- 
sippi River in Louisiana. In one 
passage, Washingtor Ir’‘ing 
writes: “In a word, the almighty 
dollar, that great object of uni- 
versal devotion throughout our 
land, seems to have no genuine 
devotees in these peculiar  vil- 
lages.” 

In another we find: “As we 
swept away from the shore, I cast 
back a wistful eye upon the moss- 
grown roofs and ancient elms of 
the village and prayed that the in- 
habitants might long retain their 
happy ignorance, their absence of 
all enterprize and improvement, 
their respect for the fiddle and 
their contempt for the almighty 
dollar.” 

“Almighty dollar’ may have 
been suggested to Washington Irv- 
ing by the phrase “almighty 
gold.” This saw usage more than 
two centuries before the publica- 
tion of “The Creole Village” in 
Ben Jonson's’ “Epistle to Eliza- 
beth, the Countess of Rutland,” 
in the couplet: “Whilst that, for 
which all virtue now is sold, and 
almost ev’ry vice, almighty gold.” 

However, “almighty dollar” out- 
lived its predecessor “almighty 
gold” and attained world-wide 
currency,

Stammering Children

REQUENTLY there comes a 
F letter asking what should be 

done about a little child af- 
flicted with stammering. “He can 
speak cledriy but just as soon as 
he begins to tell his story he 
chokes up and stammers and 
stutters dreadfully. We make him 
stop and say each word slowly 
but next time it is just the same. 
He doesn’t always do it but we 
are afraid there is s. nething the 
matter with his speech.” 

Not likely. Little children who 
have only just learned to talk 
have many experiences that they 
want to tel] about. The world is 
a wonderful place and so many 
wonderful things are happening 
that an intelligent child is often 
excited about them and eager to 
tell somebody how he feels and 
what he feels about.

GROWN PEOPLE are always 
busy, always have something they 
want to attend to and little chil- 


dren soon discover that if they 
are to have an audience, they 


*must be quick to engage its at- 


tention. In their .gerness and 
excitement, they flood their 
speech areas with energy and 
choke it. Their speech mechanism 
is still in its formative state and 
so is easily put out of order, Ex- 
citement, hurry, put pressure on it 
and so the stammering begins. 
First, let the child know you 
are listening and in no hurry to 
do any thing else but listen. At 
the same time be careful not to 
fasten your eyes on the child’s 
face and so, without intention, put 
pressure on him. Busy yourself 
with some trifle but in such a 
manner that he knows/you are 
interested, If you speak at all, 
do so in a slow and leisurely 
fashion. If he begins to stammer 
too much say, “Wait a minute. 
I'll be right back,” and move away 


a few steps as though engaged on 
an errand. Give him time to con- 
trol his breath and adjust his 
speech organs. When the tension 
has eased, you can tell by watch- 
ing his shoulders, tell him to be- 
gin again. 
x * * 


MOST CHILDREN have to go 
through this period of speech ad- 
justment when they are likely to 
stammer. Some of them lisp a 
little, being unready to pronounce 
certain sounds accurately. A few 
have serious speech defects. The 
stammering, lisping children will 
in time, if allowed time and aud- 
ience, grow through this stage and 
speak perfectly. Those who have 
real speech defects will have to 
be taught by the expert speech 
instructors. 

Untrained people should not at- 
tempt to correct a fundamental 
speech defect lest they do more 
harm than good. Only the 
trained, .accredited speech expert 
should undertake this difficult 
and delicate task of correcting de- 
fective speech. It needs only 
time and a kindly audience. No

CASE RECORDS

ASE M-246: Harlan V., aged 34, is a grammar school prin- 
C cipal. “I should like to have you outline just what is 
™ meant by a neurosis,” he asked. “I read so much about 
neurotic children, and physicians claim that a large percentage 
of their parents are simply neurotics. 

“From the way I've heard them employ this word, I infer 
that a neurotic patient has nothing organically prong with 
him. That his trouble is in his mind. How is it possible for an 
intelligent person to let himself develop into a neurotic per- 
sonality? How does a neurosis begin? And does it lead to 
insanity? How can it be cured? If you'll explain this in simple 
language, I'll be very grateful.” 


A NEUROSIS SCS A wate with insanity. In fact, 
it is generally a safety valve by which the patient tries to re- 
lieve his emotional tension and thus gain emotional equilibrium. 
It is good insurance against insanity. In the Bible you will 
find the statement that “if thine eye offend thee, pluck it 
out; if thine hand offend thee, cut it off.” This quotation 
shows the age-old tendency to project blame even upon. re- 
mote parts of our own anatomy. The statement about not 
letting the right hand know what the left hand does, also 
shows this early attempt to split up our sense of guilt or re- 
sponsibility. 

This same reaction may occur in the neurosis. A person 
subconsciously “converts” a dilemma or severe emotional con- 
flict into some physical manifestation. Thus, he may have heart 
trouble as a neurosis, and continually go to physicians for 
medical examinations, despite their repeated protests that his 
heart is perfectly normal..What he doesn’t realize may be the 
fact that his “heart trouble” has to do with Cupid’s damage, 
rather than that of rheumatic fever, syphillis or streptococcus 
infection. 

A headache may be a result of sinus infection, eye strain, 
brain tumor, etc., or it may be a converted conflict regarding 
a mother-in-law or a disliked superior at the office. A stom- 
ach ache may arise from too many green apples which a boy 
eats, or the fear of a stern teacher, or ridicule by his class- 
mates or dread of a bully who teases him en route to school. 


THE NEUROTIC i, ee Hee quite intelligent—a 
college graduate. Despite the fact that he has subconsciously 
evolved his own neurosis, he doesn't consciously realize this 
fact. So he may eagerly go to one specialist after another, 
thereafter, paying high fees, and trying to get a cure. More 
neuroses are misdiagridsed than any other type of ailment! 

The neurotic is perfectly sane. He knows something is 
wrong. And he goes to an expert to be cured. The insane 
or “psychotic” patient doesn’t know anything is wrong, at 
least with himself, so he doesn’t seek a specialist. He doesn't 
dread of fear insanity. 

If you worry about losing yottir mind; take heart. That is 
an excellent sign that you are perfectly sane. It may mean

Great ae 
Of Gifts to 


The Declarer 
By S. J. Simon 


GREAT source of gifts to the 
A ccciarer, “setting busy at the 

wrong moment,” is not too 
clearly cut and it is difficult to 
find satisfactory examples of 
what I mean, though actual ex- 
amples are happening’ in their 
thousands at the bridge table 
daily. So I propose rather to talk 
about the principle. 

There are two main types of 
defense at bridge: (a) busy, (b) 
Passive. 

The busy defense is when you 
endeavor to develop your own 
tricks before the declarer'can de- 
velop his. Passive defense is when 
you play every card safe, refuse 
to open fresh suits, and leave the 
declarer to do all the work for 
himself. That is the crux of the 
whole matter. 

A great many contracts are 
checked at declarer by getting 
busy instead of staying passive, 
or staying passive instead of get- 
ting busy. Accordingly, the chief 
problem a defender has to decide 
upon is whether to get busy or 
stay passive. Unfortunately, he 
nearly always gets busy. 
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IT IS NOT entirely his fault. 
Most of the bridge literature writ- 
ten about defense has been writ- 
ten about busy defense. There 
has been so much learned illustra- 
tion of competing tempos — s0 
much written about beating the 
declarer to the punch by setting 
up your own suit first—that the 
defender’s state of mind is one of 
feverish urgency—a burning de- 
sire to do something, try some- 
thing, anything rather than sit 
still and let declarer get on with 
it. Practically the only thing the 
student has absorbed of passive 
defense is a disinclination to lead 
away from tenaces—and, at that 
he usually remembers it at the 
wrong moment. 

And yet as many contracts (par- 
ticularly no trump contracts) are 
defeated by passive defense as by 
getting busy. So the question 
to ask yourself when deciding 
whether to get busy or stay pas- 
sive is: Can the declarer, if left 
in peace, develop enough tricks to 
make his contract? If he can, get 
busy. If he can’t, stay passive. 
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GETTING BUSY involves tak- 
ing risks. But if you know that 
by staying. passive the declarer 
will make his contract, it is ob- 
viously necessary to take the risk, 
and get busy. If, for example, 
there is a suit in'dummy that can 
be set up for discards, then clearly 
you must attempt to get at your 
tricks before the suit can be set 
up. If your getting busy gives 
him overtricks — that’s neither 
here nor there. 

But if there is no long suit in 
dummy, if there appear to be no 
tricks the declarer can develop 
that he hasn’t got anyway, don’t 
help him, Stay passive. Don’t 
open Up new suits for him. Left 
in peace he might well go down. 
But, and it is a big BUT, how are 
you to diagnose whether the de- 
clarer needs time to develop 
tricks? Never mind cases where 
there are long suits or potential 
ruffs in dummy—you can diagnose 
these easily enough—what about 
those hands where the menace 
isn’t so apparent? How are you 
to tell if there’s danger or there 
isn’t? 

Well, 
can’t. You can only judge each 
case on its merits and go by prob- 
abilities. Where it Says most to 
be passive is in no trump contract 
where the declarer and dummy 
have strength in every suit, but 
no particular length in any of 
them. I have a very set rule in 
this matter. The moment it’s clear 
that this is going to be a close 
contract, with the declarer grop- 
ing for his tricks—and often this 
can be told from the bidding—lI 
go passive. I make a neutral lead, 
something like the 10 from 19, 9, x, 
and allow the declarer to find his 
own way. Every time he puts me 
on lead I get off it by playing a 
card in one of his certain tricks. 
Let him sweat. 

In my next article, I touch on 
the informative trance, which ‘is 
our third source of gifts to the 
declarer. 


Cabbage Salad

Facing World With a New Face 


Chicago Boy Happy After Plastic ‘Sama Called Him 7 Puss"

CHICAGO, Feb. 19. 

OR the first time in the 17 
b years of his life, David Ruge 

voluntarily peered into a mir- 
ror the other day and smiled at 
his own image. Always before 
David had avoided mirrors be- 
cause they gave back to him the 
reflection of his own face, a face 
that, no matter how hard he tried 
to look pleasant, was always set 
in a scowl. Now David has a new 
face. Plastic surgery has erased 
the lines that were set like deep 
furrows of age in his flesh. His 
eyes. no longer have the appear- 
ance of looking out from cavern- 
ous depths. Now normal in ap- 
pearance, David is facing life for 
the first time without the burden 
of fear of being called “ape puss” 
and “monkey face.” 

It.was.taunts of “ape puss” and 
“monkey face” hurled at David by 
neighborhood kids and _  school- 
mates that led him a few months 
ago to a desperate attempt to get 
money for this recent operation. 
One night while listening to a 
radio crime story in the attic flat 
where he lives with his mother, 
David composed a letter to his 
employer, demanding $5000 and 
threatening the employer with 
death if the demand were not met. 
In a short time police had traced 
the note to David and he was ar- 
fested. Chicagoans were  atill 
buzzing over the savage killing of 
little Suzanne Degnan by 17-year- 
old William Heirens and David's 
arrest was publicized as another 
instance of a teen-aged boy who 
had turned to crime. 

It was at this point that a 
Chicago social worker named 
Leah Taylor and a kind-hearted 
Chicago lawyer, Frank Ferlic, 
stepped into the case. 

“T had been in‘the Public de- 
fender’s office for 13 years before 
I went into private practice,” Fer- 
lic told this reported. “I had rep- 
resented thousands of boys who 
had got off on the wrong track 
and the minute Miss Taylor gave 
me some of the details of David's 
case, I knew I had to do some- 
thing to help him,”

When Ferlic investigated the 
case he discovered a heartbreak- 
ing story. From birth, the facial 
muscles and bones of David's face 
had, by some freak of nature, 
endowed him with a perpetual and 
ferocious scowl, From a tender 
age he had been teased and perse- 
cuted by the kids with whom he 
played. As he grew older even 
the neighborhood boys shunned 
him. His schoolmates made him 
the butt of all their jokes, Be- 
cause he was a good-natured boy, 
he did not fight back, but, instead, 
withdrew more and more from the 
association with other children. 
Soon there was nothing left for 
him but his own company in the 
attic flat where he lived with his 
parents. He read newspapers and 
magazines and listened to the 
radio, Because his affliction de- 
nied him the excitement that 
comes naturally to other teen age 
boys, he derived his excitement 
from crime stories. 

“IT do not know if David was 
actually an addict of crime radio 
programs and newspaper murder 
stories,” said Ferlic. “But I do 
know that he listened to them 
and that they made an impres- 
sion on his young mind. He had

a good mind, although he was not 
what you would call a brilliant 
boy. His mother worked long 
hours in a radio-parts factory and 
David was left pretty much to 
himself after the mother and 
father were divorced. It was dur- 
ing one of these periods of acute 
lonesomeness that David con- 
ceived the idea of trying to extort 
$5000 from his boss.” 


According to Ferlic, the extor- 
tion letter “was a silly thing, but 
with serious implications.” And 
when Ferlic talked to David and 
discovered that the money was 
wanted, not for a good time, but 
for an operation to make him 
“look like other boys,” Ferlic ad- 
vised David to plead guilty and 
tell the true story of why he had 
written the letter. 


But for the intervention of Miss 
Taylor, the social worker with a 
welfare agency called the Chicago 
Commons, and Ferlic, David Ruge 
might now be starting a sentence 
of 20 years in the penitentiary. 
Instead, he is on four years’ pro- 
bation and in possession of a new 
face, which, while not in the 
classic contours of a movie idol, 
is that of a normal American boy. 
But better even than his new face, 
is his new state of mind, Through 
the happy intervention of Miss 
Taylor and Ferlic and the dona- 
tion of a $1000 check from an 
Ohio steel manufacturer for the 


operation, David has come to be- 
lieve that there are people in this 
world who care for him, Today, 
that new interest in life and the 
happy belief that he is not fight- 
ing the world alone shines from 
his eyes and shows in the crinkled 
corners of his mouth which is no 
longer lined with the wrinkles that 
once marked his prematurely 
aged face.

When newspaper stories ap- 
peared telling of the $1000 check 
from the Ohio man, who preferred 
to remain anonymous, Dr, Ferris 
N. Smith of Grand Rapids, Mich., 
volunteered to undertake the 
plastic surgery, And on Jan, 15, 
David underwent the operation 
that turned his ape-like facial 
features into the normal lines of 
a human face. When ready for re- 
lease from Blodgett Hospital, 
David learned that Dr. Smith 
would accept no fee for the opera- 
tion and that Ferlic had donated 
his services in defending him on 
the extortton charges, So David 
has most of his $1000 from the 
Ohio steel man as a little nest 
egg with which to help his mother 
until he finishes schoo] or gets a 
job. 

Obviously happy over the state 
of affairs, David also expresses 
himself as “tickled to death to see 
my new face in a mirror.” His 
mother, Mrs. Helen _Ruge, is even 


happier. Her son has not only 
escaped a 20-year term in the peni- 
tentiary for a youthful folly, but 
at the threshold of manhood has 
been given a brand-new lease on 
life. And these days, even the 
dismal, attic apartment which 
Helen Ruge shares with her son 
seems brighter and the heat from 
the kitchen stove seems warmer. 
“It was wonderful the way peo- 
ple responded when they knew the 
true story behind the extortion let- 
ter,” said Ferlic. “Hundreds of 
people who described themselves 
as ‘ugly ducklings’ wrote to David 
wishing him luck and a few of 
them sent him little donations just 
in case he needed financial help, 
And, although David had a good 
mother, these acts of kindness did 
him a great deal of good. It gave 
him back a sense of belonging, of 
knowing that people cared.” 
Today, as David heals in body 
and mind after the operation that 
changed his misshapen nose,

young life so miserable. 

“And that,” says Attorney Ferlic, 
“is just ilke him, 
warm, gentle and mild-mannered 
boy. All he has ever asked is 
that he be accepted by others his 
own age. He has that now, He's 
satisfied.”
